Mr Huntington, before the Finance Min- 
isfer entered upon his financial statement, 
and on being informed that the Budget 
Speech would be made with the Speaker in 
the chair, gave notice that to-morrow after 
routine business he would submit the mo» 
tion of which he had given netice yesterday, 

Hon. Mr. Tilley entered upon his finan: 
cial statement with referenco to the success- 
ful policy of his predecessor and the deli 
cacy with which he asaumed a work which 
had been » 1 sinned with such efficacy for 
some yeirs pust. After some further re- 
marks he went «it to a statement of the ex- 
traordinary incr «se in Bank capital within 
the sever «10 which had elapsed since 
Confeders'i 1. Me regarded this feature 
as a striking evidence of the progress of the 
Dominion. Next he cited the increase in 
imports and exports, which he claimed to 
be additional evidence of the great develop: 
ment which the country experienced. Tho 
returns in this department show tho im 
ports for the first half of the current fiscal 
year to bein excess of those of 1867 and 
1868 taken together. Tho advance in 
revenue had in consequence been very 
great. Over and above the interest on the 
debt, there had been, during the last 
seven years, a sum exceeding 
39,000,000 surplus revenue applied 
to the construction of public works. He 
found that the increase in tho revenue was 
simply in tho ratio during that time of the 
increase of population, He then enumerat' 
ed the various objects upon which this 
surplus had been appliod, not including in 
these someextraordinary expenditures,such 
as the Fenian raid and Manitoba troubles 
outlay. The whole expenditure of tho last 
five years did not exceed $3,456 per head, 
and he claimed in view of a)l the circum- 
stances that it could not be regarded as 
oppressive. He had now arrived at an 
important point, when he was able to say 
that the nett revenue was now equal to a 
farther addition to our debt of 230,000,000, 
by which statement ho evidontly meant to 
justify the excossive tendency of the present 
Government to rush head long into great 
extravagance, expendiiure, and dobt. He 
was aware that thero was an impression 
spread abroad that he and his colloagues 
were recklessly rushing into extravagance 
inthe matter of the Civil Service. Ho

“When an earthquake takes place in 
daytiine the people have ample time to run 
into the streets and thus escape danger, but 
at night a sudden shock more than ordi- 
narily sovere might cause the walls to fall 
down and ‘crush them in their beds. 
It was in all probability thus that the 
800 people whose death is announced met 
their fate. Suddenly beneath the ground 
was 4 noise like the discharge of artillery, 
then a creeping togother or sundering of 
the earth, chilling the marrow ‘in’ their 
bones, and the crash of the tumbling walls 
upon them. It is probable that the 
churches were left standing, as such build- 
ings are erected in Central America with 
special’ reference to the nature of que 
country—the walls are extreemely thick 
and heavy and the building no’ very high. 
The Government Palace was two stories in _ 
height, and was a beautiful structure. Tho 
earthquake will probably séttle the ques- 
tion that San Salvador is not the proper 
placo for the capital (and in the republics 
the capital is nearly everything in point of 
government and general business), which 
will henceforth occupy some leas dangerous 
situation’ It is not impossible that the 
great contlogration was caused by the 
gascous exhalations which at {such tinies

Wreck of the Atlantic 


RESULT OF TIE INVESTIGATION 
Hauurax, April 10, 

Tho evidence in relation to the wreck of 

the Atlantic was completed yostorday morn 

ing, and the time appointed by the Collector 

of Customs for tho delivery of his decision 


in tho caso was 3 o’cluck, At that hour the 
Captain and such of tho officors and crew a8 
romain in Halifax, and a numbor of spectas 
tors, were in attendance, It was noarly four 
o'clock, however, when the Collectors and his 
associates emerged from his private oflice, 
where they had been for some time in,cou 
aultation, and proceeded to the upper room 
where the court was to be held. The room 
was filled by the parties directly interested 
and tho spectators, The Collector, Captains 
Scott and McKenzie, Oharlos J, McDonald, 
who acted as secrotary during the inyostiga- 
tion, and Mr, Shannon, counsel for the Goy: 
ernment, took seats at tho principal tablo, 
Capt. Williams, accompanied by his counsel, 
Mr, Ritchio, sat at a sido table and watched 
the proceedings anxiously, Third officer 
Brady sat near them, a deeply intorested 
spectator. Without any delay the Collector 
rose and read his decision, which is very 
lengthy, and embodies the leading facts in 
the evidence,

She re- 
fused all the stuffs uiually sold for rat 
aisons. She then called on Mr. Walker, in 
. Ohown & Sons, fora certificate, but he 
refusedit, and stated she would call back 
in the morning fora trap he shewed her, 
She then went to Heath & Gunn's 
and Maclean & o's drug stores, 
and was refused the | strychnine 
she asked for, as she had not the requisite 
certificate. When in the latter place sho 
was quite composed, and talked reasonably, 
though she refused the rat poison when 
offered. But. she soon returned: with a 
certification from Dr. Maclean, to whom 
she mado a plausible statement, and receiv- 
ed the drug. She went home, and after an 
illnés of an hour or more died within three 
hours after procuring the poison. Whether 
she took it or not is unknown ; tho family 
and friends who saw her previous to death 
declare her symptoms to have been those 
of disease of the heart, This morning‘at 
the inquest Messieurs Gordon end Walker 
deposed to the facts above stated as far as 
their knowledge went, and Dr. Yates stat- 
ed that the body has not the appearance 
of death from strychnine, though such 
might bo the cause of death; the lady had 
of late been eccentric. The inquest was 
adjourned till Monday ; Dr. Yates in the 
meantime to make a post-mortem examina- 
tion.— Whig.

SUFFERING OF THE SETTLERS IN THE WRSTBE 
STATES

This has been a terrible season for th 
unprotected settlers on tho frontier. 
soverity of the great storm in February, 
resulting in the doath of scores of mer 
and thousands of animals, was unparallel 
ed inthe history of that section;

during April 15th and 16th. A battalion 
of the Seventh Cayalry were obliged to 
abandon their camp, 50 horses were lost, 
and the General fears that several mon, 
who cithnot be found, are frozen to doath. 
A little earlier in the month, the line of 
the Union Pacific, about 100 miles west of 
Omaha, was visited by a terrific storm, the 
snow was piled up in great drifts, the cars 
-were stopped for several days, horses and 
_ cattle were frozen to death, but we believe 
that no lives were lost. s 
In Southern Nebraska, some distance 


were still more deplorable. Men were 
frozen to death close to their houses while 
reach their stock.

-own having failed to keep out the storm, 
Cattle and horses were frozen by the hun- 


dred. 
Still further south, on. the border of 
Kansas, ‘Miles west from St. Joseph, 


Missouri, the people suffered worse than 
anywhere else. One report stated that 
there was a devastating prairie fire just 
before the storm, but this is not confirmed. 
But of the fearful result of the story there 
is no question. Ten or fifteen dead bodies 
had already been brought into the little 
Village on the Republican River, at the 
date of the report, and it was supposed 
the half had not been discovered. Even 
those remaining within doors did not se- 
cure safety, for the frail houses of the 
frontier were sometimes overthrown by 
the violence of the storm, their inmates 
perishing beneath the roofs from which 
they expected shelter. When it is re- 
membered that this occurred three 
degrees further south than Buffalo, we can 
better understand the extraordinary na- 
ture of the catastrophe. : 

In fact, the storm seems to have been 
less a matter of latitude than of longitude. 
Its principal deyastations were along a 
north and south line, justabout where the 
rolling prairies meet the level sar ly plains 

of Western Nebraska and Kansas, over 

which the winds seem to have swept all 

the way irom the Rocky Mountains,

until at length they overwhelmed in a

Orrawa, April 30. 

In the Banking and Commerce Com: 
mitteo this morning, Dr. Tupper's impor- 
tant Weights and Measures Bill passed the 
Committee after a good deal of discussion. 
One of the chief amendments was a clause 
to be added to the fifteenth sections, as 
follows :—From and after the day pro: 
claimed, as herein proyided, as that upon 
which the provisions of the Act shall take 
effect, itshall not be lawful to deliver, ina 
cask to the purchaser, any merchantablo 
liquid that has been put into such cask in 
Oanada, unless the capacity of the cask in 
which delivery made is conspicuously 
stamped or the’quantity marked in describ: 
ed gallons and parts of gallon on the heads 
thereof, by aduly authorized inspector or 
gauger in such manner as may bo prescribed 
by regular order, made under authority of 
this Act. 

The select Committee appointed to 
investigate Mr. Huntington's charges 
against the Government in connection with 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, met this 
morning, but adjourned at once till to- 
morrow vs the Royal assent, enabling the 
Committee to administer oaths to witnesses, 
had not yet been received.
